Falling Profit 
Period May Be 
Nearing End 


Medicine To Cure 
Economic Ailment 
Still Not Proved

NEW YORK (AP) — American 
business as a whole may have 
felt the worst of the shock of 
tumbling profits. Charts of profit 
performance in recent years and 
of the response to, or forecasting 
of, 
corporate 
earnings 
by 
the 
stock market point that way. 
But by the same token hope of 
any sm art rebound in the current' 
quarter or even in the final three 
months of the year is confined 
largely to individual companies or 
to some industries starting to pull 
out of their private recessions. 
The factors that sickened pro­ 
fits ar? still with us. The pills 
that might alleviate the ailment 
have still to prove their effective­ 
ness But many now bet that any 
further sinking spells will be fair­ 
ly mild. 
The profit squeeze spelled out 
in the earnings reports for the 
Aprii-May-June quarter was fore­ 
seen in the stock m arket, which 
did most of its price tumbling in 
the preceding three months. Stock 
price averages managed to climb 
during the quarter that business 
was feeling the pinch. 
Despite trem ors when some es­ 
pecially sad earnings reports came 
out, the m arket is now fairly close 
to where it was when the second 
quarter ended. So, if the m arket 
as good a guesser as it s sup­ 
posed to be. it seems to be say- 
ing the fall in profit may be 
levelling off. but the climb back 
is still on the dim horizon. 
The profit slide since the early 
months of the year looks worst 
when it s stacked up against past 
perform ances when special condi­ 
tions were beefing up earnings. 
The dollar total 
h a t corpora­ 
tions have made so far this year 
don’t look bad at all against the 
totals of all but one quarter rn 
the preceding four years. 
Let’s look at the dollar perform ­ 
ance of all American corporations 
as reported by the Departm ent of 
Commerce for each quarter cf 
1956-59 
inclusive 
and 
the 
best 
available estim ates for the firs, 
two quarters 
of this year. 
And 
then see how they fit into the 
charted course of The Associated 
Press price index of 60 stocks. 
In the 
first quarter of 
1956 
American corporations earned 
8 
billion dollars after taxes. Profits 
kept within a range of 6 billion 
to 5.6 billion dollars unti the third 
quarter of 1957, when they stood 
at 5.5 billon 
dollars. Then 
they 
slid under the im pact of the re­ 
cession to a low of four billion 
dollars in the first quarter of 1958 
During that time the AP stock 
index w*ent from 190, with some 
zigzagging, to a low of 155 at the 
end of 1955. Then 
stock 
price* 
started up, three months ahead of 
corporate earnings. The AP index 
stood at 228 at the end of the 
second 
quarter of 
1959 
when 
corporate profits hit their peak of 
6 6 billion dollars. The special rea­ 
son for these big profits was that 
industry w-as producing and buy­ 
ing heavily in anticipation of the 
oncoming crippling steel strike.

than it did stock prices. Profits 
dropped to 5.8 billion dollars rn 
three months, while the AP index

tumbled hard in the first three 
months of 1960 to 214 at the end 
of March, while corporate profit* 
were climbing to an estim ated

Then once again corporate pro­ 
fits and stock averages took dif­ 
ferent trials. June 30 the AP index 
was back to 222. while profits had 
slipped 3 per cent during the three 
months. 
What do these figures indicate? 
First, the latest profit totals ar* 
about the same as they were in 
the final months of 1959. and dur­ 
ing 1956 and the first half of 1959.

In 1949 the Latvian family was 
among the 200,000 displaced p er­ 
sons given entry 
to 
the United 
States. 
Arriving 
in the 
United 
States. M aris was retarded schol­ 
astically at the age of eleven, after 
spending four years in the concen­ 
tration cam ps without any source 
of education. He and his brothers 
couldn’t speak English and 
their 
parents' English was limited to 
what they had learned in school. 
Today Mari* Jende, 22, and his 
family live on a farm near Kings 
ton, owned by George Borders. Bor

ders is the U. S. sponsor for the 
Latvian family. The Jendes now 
have their citizenship paper*.
